° f Salem mutt pay to J. D. Woodworth, as humane officer, the sum of 


$64.80 as salary for the first three month* of his service in that capacity, 
and interest on the amount, due since action was first brought for its re­ 
covery August 28, 1909, 
The decision of the highest tribunal ie in effect 


an affirmation of the humane laws of the state, which provide city coun­ 
cils must pay the salaries of regularly appointed humane officer*. 
Woodworth was to receive $20 per month for his services, but after 


his aopointment the city council, acting on legal advice which questioned 


ie constitutionality of the law. refused to enact a salary ordinance.

was then brought, in August, 1909, in the court of Justice C. 
F.

where judgment was given for sal ary due and Interest. 
The case was then 


successively appealed to the common pleas court and the circuit court, 
and finally to the supreme court, where the Judgment of the Justice court 
was sustained.

sic rather than his cigars, made signs 
to the effect th at he had nothing. 
The 
officer opened the valise w ithout the 
traveler agitating 
him self over the 
search. 
Presently a num ber of cigars 
were brought to lig h t 
The whole lot 
w as confiscated, and he was ordered to 
pay a fine of $100. 
W hen Liszt reached Milan he told b h 
agent of hts unpleasant adventure. RI 
cord! laughed at the whole uffalr, took 
a stroll to the Italian treasury and re 
covered the cigars and the fine.

with a smile, one of his own preclou

No, my dear friend,” sn Id Liszt, “ I 
have taken a vow never to smoke again 
so as not to expose m yself a second 
tim e to such a hum iliation.”
